24. (New) The method of claim 14, wherein the one or more withdrawal symptoms 
are selected from the group consisting of a craving for the addictive substance, irritability, 
insomnia, impatience, restlessness, difficulty concentrating, increased appetite, and decreased 
heart rate.
